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MINISTRY OF INDUSTRY 

RESOLUTION 

New Delhi, the 10 th December 1963 

No. 13 ( 7 )/ 62 -CIiem.n.—The Tariff Commission who had undertaken an inquiry 
into the fair selling prices of sheet glass under Section 12 (d) of the Tariff Com¬ 
mission Act, 1651 , made the following recommendations in its report ( 1962 ) on 
the subject:— 

(i) The fair ex-works selling prices given below which are exclusive of all 
levies Central or State, should be notified as ceiling prices for sale of 
ordinary sheet glass, ex-factory, either directly or through selling 
agents or distributors of the manufacturers and these should be in 
force till the 31 st December, 1965 :—

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(ii) The retail prices of window or thick sheet glass should not exceed by 
over 20 per cent the corresponding fair ex-works selling prices, 

2. Government have considered recommendation (i) and have decided that in 
view of the higher production and utilisation of capacity envisaged in the industry, 
the average fair ex-works selling prices of ordinary sheet glass be fixed as under 
for the different thickness groups:—

The above prices shall be exclusive of excise duty and State Government/local 
levies. As the production pattern of various sheet glass units differs, it is left 
to the manufacturers to work out the prices of the various cut sizes produced by 
them in each thickness group keeping the average of the prices so worked out 
within the average fair ex-works selling price for that group and obtain Govern¬ 
ment's approval for the same. These prices will remain in force till the 31st 
March, 1964 when the position would be reviewed. 

3. Government have also reconsidered recommendation (ii) in consultation, 
with the Tariff Commission and are of the view that the retailers’ margin of 20- 
per cent over and above the corresponding fair ex-works selling prices of 
different varieties of window or thick sheet glass is not adequate if it Included 
the incidence of freight which is a greatly variable factor and which is parti¬ 
cularly high for the retailers in the Western or the Southern region. With a view 
to ensuring a uniform margin for the retailers in all parts of the country, the 
Government have decided that the retailers' margin be limited to 124 per cent 
over and above the corresponding fair ex-works prices and the actual incidence 
of freight be charged by them by adding it to the retail prices thus arrived at.
